FASCIST RIOTS 


OCCUR IN ITALY 


Growing Hostility To Catholic 
Group 
Shown 
In 
Newspapers. 


Vatican City, May 28 (AP).—Open 
clashes between members of C ath­ 
olic 
organizations 
and 
Fascists 
throughout Italy centered attention 
Tuesday on what, it is believed, is 
(becoming a delicate situation. 
Lavoro Fascists published what it 
claimed was an accurate report of 
a secret meeting of the “Catholic 
Action,” the account requiring al­ 
most a full page. 
The Osservatore 
Romano, 
organ 
of 
the 
Vatican, 
printed two-thirds of a column de­ 


voted to alleged cases of intimida­ 
tion and'Violence by Fascists against 
members of Catholic organizations 
at Milan, 
Benevento, 
Premilcore, 
Portico an d 'Other towns. 
Pope Encouraged Group 
Under the Latern treaty between 
the Vatican and the Italian govern­ 
ment. “Catholic Action,” is recog­ 
nized as an official religious body, 
but the Fascists for a long time have 
charged it with political activity. 
The pope gave it encouragement 
last week when he received dele­ 
gates attending the general meeting 
of this organization and at the same 
time took cognisance of charges that 
Fascists 
were 
using 
repressive 
measures against it. 
. 
Another incident adding to the 
tension occurred Sunday, when, ac­ 
cording to Vatican authorities, two 
young Fascists attacked a Vatican 
mail van, injuring its two drivers. 


Anxious Comment By Papers 
These occurrences are declared by 
careful observers to be merely out­ 
standing examples indicating a gen­ 
eral trend of hostility between the 
Catholic and Fascist groups. Many 
of them have been taken by the 
newspapers here as a subject of 
anxious comment. 
The Osservatore Romano Tuesday 
published a strong defense of the 
activities of the Catholic organiza­ 
tions, Upholding their rights. 
Of 
tidally neither the Vatican nor the 
Italian government has taken any 
action toward remedying this sit­ 
uation.
